Ottawa, Oct. 14.—Besides the mili- 
tary organization which she maintains 
overseas, Canada Keeps up & con- 
siderable establishment at home.

John and Esquimalt. Again, Canada 
has the duty of guarding at home in- 
ternment camps, railway bridges, etc.,

In addition to this, there is in home 
waters the Canadian Naval Service, 
which since the war began has ab- 
sorbed 5,300 Canadians as officers and 
men, with its associated services all 
under direct Canadian control. 

Altough far removed from the cen- 
tral seat of war, Canada is under the 
necessity of keeping up a_ healthy 
military organization at home because 
this is a world war and, in its many 
ramifications may raise its horrid 
head from any point of the compass.

It is sometimes said that there is 
no sentiment in business but it is time 
that, in these days particularly, sen- 
timent plays a very large partdgn busi- 
ness.

At the evening service, the preach- 
er spoke from the words, “They that 
sow shall reap,’ and as the morning 
service was addressed to us particu- 
larly as individuals, so that of the 
evening was to us as a community 
and a nation. What we sow we also 
reap, whether it be righteousness or 
sin. 

In a masterly discourse he traced

Britain on the other hand, despite 
her mistakes, blunders, and ofttimes 
folly, has at heart been true to the 
ideals of Christianity,and on the whole 
has stood for right and justice to the 
weaker peoples of the earth. 

In the very heart of the empire, on 
the Royal Exchange, are engraved 
these words, “The earth is the Lord's 
and the fulness thereof,” recognising 
that what Britain holds, she holds in 
trust for God; and it behoves us as a 
young people to keep this ideal ever 
before us, for the tendency is for us 
in these days to seek after material 
success, and neglect our spiritual nec- 
essities, The services were fully 
choral, and at the evening service the 
anthem, ‘‘All Thy Works Shall Praise 
Thee,” was rendered by the choir. 
The appeal for funds to carry on the 
winter's work of the Church was most 
generously met, especially when we 
consider the many calls that are being 
made upon us for such worthy causes 
that the war has brought into being.

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WEED - POISONING 


EVERY FARMER SHOULD CARE- 
FULLY READ THE FOLLOWING 


Owing to the prevalence of weed 
poisoning this autumn the following 
information as to the conditions aff- 
ecting injury from poisonous weeds 


and the way in which the poison acts 
may be of interest to stock-raisers. 

Description of water-hemlock.— 
The weed that gives most trouble 
and the one which .js causing the 
enormous loss among stock at present 
is that which is commonly called wat- 
er hemlock. Other names are spot- 
ted cow bane and beaver poison. It 
is sometimes incorrectly called water 
parsnip. The description is as fol- 
lows:—It is allied to the cultivated 
parsnip and somewhat resembles it. 
It grows from three to six feet high 
when not trodden or disturbed. Stems 
are stout, erect, hollow, jointed and 
widely branching, each branch ter- 
minating in clusters from one to four 
inches across. The seed is smooth, 
ovate and compressed on each side. 
When cut across they show four oil 
tubes between the ribs and two on 
the flat side. The root is made up of 
a bunch of spindle shaped tubers re- 
sembling small parsnips. The plant 
flowers from July to September. It 
propagates by seed and by shoots of 
the root at the base of the main stem. 

Occurrence.—It is often found in 
considerable patches in open marshy 
places, but it is usually seen scattered 
sparingly along streams and ditches 
by whose waters the seeds are dissem- 
inated. 

Symptoms.—The poison of the wat- 
er hemlock is rapid and deadly, 
death often resulting a few hours 
after it is eaten; but in case only a 
small quantity of the weed is taken 
the animal may linger along for some 
day or may even recover. Excessive 
salivationn (frothing at the mouth), 
is generally the first symptom noted. 
This is followed by uneasiness and 
pain. The animal soon falls in a 
violent convulsion. Peculiar spasm- 
odic contraction of the muscles oc- 
curs before and after the animal falls. 
The head will often be thrown back 
and the animal frequently bellows and 
groans as though in great pain.- The 
eyes are turned in and around and the 
pupils are dilated. The pulse is 
weak and rapid, at times running as 
high as 180 beats per minute, respir- 
ations as high as 60. The convulsions 
are intermittent and increase in vio- 
lence in fatal disease. 


Treatment.—At present time the 
remedy generally recommended is 
Permanganate of Potassium, one tea- 
spoonful, and Sulphate of Aluminum, 
one teaspoonful, dissolved in water, 
this quantity being enough for 12 
sheep or four cows. The more com- 
mon treatments employed are those 
of melted lard, bacon grease or raw 
linseed oil, one quart of any one con- 
stituting a dose. Milk (1 gallon), has 
also given satisfactory results. To 
be effective any of these treatments 
must be given in the early stages of 
the trouble. 

Prevention—From the nature of 
the localities where water hemlock 
grows hand pulling is the best means 
of exterminating this dangerous weed, 
and it is not at all difficult to remove 
all the plants of this species in pas- 
tures in well settled districts. The 
roots are generally shallow, being 
rarely more than six inches below 
the surface. They can easily be dug 
up with a spade, piled in heaps and 
burned when dry. Never should they 
be pulled up and thrown into sloughs 
where they may be trampled upon by 
stock, thereby liberating its poisonous 
principal (Cicutoxin) and contaminat- 
ing the water. 

At the present time after a period 
of practically two months dry weather 
the sloughs have been drying up and 
water for stock is rather scarce. On 
this account cattle are going farther 
into the slough bottoms and are look- 
ing for such succulence as is con- 
tained in roots, which accounts for a 
good deal of the poisoning at the pre- 
sent time. Cattle wil be safer on 
stubbles than on slough pastures un- 
til the ground freezes up, when the 
danger will be over until spring.

RETAIL EFFICIENCY TO 
MEET CATALOGUE 
COMPETITION

Last month I directed the attention 
of the readers of this journal to the 
condition of some merchants being 
overstocked with high cost goods, and 
advised reduction without delay so 
that they might be in a better posi- 
tion to stand up against the buffets 
of declining prices which are sure to 
come. As it appeared urgently neces- 
sary that immediate action be taken, 
that matter was presented first. This 
month I propose to consider some 
features of the Mail Order System 
that otherwise ought to come first in 
the treatment of our subject. 

It is well that “you be ready al- 
ways to give an answer to every man 
that asketh you a reason of the hope 
that is in you.’ Were each reader of 
this asked why he prefers the assem- 
bling of merchandise in wholesale 
stores and its distribution from them 
through retail stores, to the Mail Or- 


< der system, the most of you would 


probably think in reply, “Because by 
that system we get the business and 
make the money.” Now this reason, 
though it sounds selfish, is quite legit- 
imate in business competition. But 
it does not appeal to everybody. It 
reaches only those who profit directly. 

There are other reasons, however, 
why our system is to be preferred. 
And these other reasons are of nat- 
ional importance and, when under- 
stood, tend to bring: into sympathy 
with us our friend, the consumer. 
One of the greatest social and econ- 
omic evils of today in the United 
States and Canada is the congestion 
of population and wealth in large 
cities at the expense of small towns 
and rural districts. Until war 
claimed so many of our men and so 
much of our attention, ‘“‘ Back to the 
Land,” was avery common expres- 
sion. Pulpit, platform and press were 
loud in praise of the movement, and 
it was advocated as a “consummation 
devoutly to be wished” by all who 
were interested in the improvement 
of conditions and permanent good o! 
our nation. ¥ 


Having determined then, that what 
tends to build up our rural districts 
in population and wealth and lessen 
che massing of men and money in ow 
cities is desirable, let us now conside) 
-he mutual relations of the farming 
district and the country town. It 
vould seem plain that they are inter 
dependent. Yet the farmer some 
times fails to realise the extent of his 
indebtedness to the town; and be 
cause his local dealer makes enough 
profit to live fairly well, the farme) 
gets the idea that his interests are 
opposed to those of the town. Thiet 
is due to his taking a very superficia! 
view, and how incorrect it is can be 
indicated by a consideration of what 
would be his position if the town did 
not exist. 

Owing to the convenience and mat 
erial advantage of proximity to town, 
farm land is less valuable as it is 
more distant. It does not matter sc 
much whether a farmer lives 10 
miles or 500 miles from a large city; 
but it does matter a very great deai 
whether he lives two or twenty mile: 
from his market and shopping town. 
And the larger and more prosperout 
the town, the more does it affect farn 
values in the district. To express it 
“a la euclid,” we may say that othe: 
conditions being equal, the value oi 
farm land varies inversely as the dis: 
tance from, and directly as the size 
and prosperity of, the local town.” 


It follows then, that, as the exist- 
ence and prosperity of country towns 
{ncreases the value of surrounding 
lands, it is desirable from the stand. 
point of the farm as well as from that 
of the town that as much business as 
possible come to the town. If mer- 
chandise distribution takes place 
through the local dealer, the expenses 
of this distribution all go to assist 
local citizens. It increases the popu- 
lation and prosperity of the town and 
this reacts to the advantage of all 
the surrounding district. If, on the 
other hand, merchandise distribution 
is effected through a Mail Order 
House situated, (as they always are) 
in a large city; then the cost of this 
distribution and the profit arising 
therefrom do not assist the country 
towns or rural districts at all. The 
cost goes to assist business in the 
large city, and the profit to swell the 
already too large fortunes of million- 
aire owners of the Mail Order Houses. 
And not only so, but it takes thous- 
ands of people to the cities where they 
are employed in this distribution, thus 
robbing the small town of the employ- 
ment which it would otherwise have 
had. 

It is now apparent’ that the Mail 
Order system operates directly to 
the contrary of what we have seen 
to be for our best interests, as con- 
sumer or dealer, as individuals or as 
a nation. To what extent this insidi- 
ous canker has eaten into the body 
mercantile, and how much vitality it 
has extracted are points of much im- 
portance with which we hope to deai 
later. Meanwhile, if we shall all, as 
opportunity offers, present this wider 
view of the matter to our consumer 
friends it can hardly fail to have 
some effect in improving the relations 
between them and the local dealer.

FIRST DRAFT TO COLORS 
ON DECEMBER 10 


SEVERE PENALTIES IN CASE OF 
BRIBERY. 


Ottawa, Oct. 9—The first men drait- 
ed under the Military Service Act 
will not actually be called to the col- 
ors until December 10. The date 
has been fixed to place all men called 
on an absolute basis of equality. By 
then all exemption tribunals must 
have their work completed, and the 
men who have applied for exemption 
will thus gain no time as compared 
with the man who reports for service 
without making any such claim. There 
will be no possibility of claiming ex- 
emption for the purpose of delay. 

The proclamation, which will be 
published broadcast on Saturday cal- 
ling out the first class of men pro- 
vides that: 

Every man within the class called 
out must either report for service or 
claim exemption on or before No- 


vember 10. 

Exemption tribunals will begin their 
work on November 8, and must con- 
plete it by December 10, which is the 
earliest date on which any man will 
actually be called to the colors. 


STRINGENT PROVISIONS. 


Regulations, which will be pub- 
lished concurrently with the procla- 
mation, contains some stringent pro- 
visions. Severe penalties are provid- 
ed for bribery or attempted bribery. 
Any person found guilty of attempt- 
ing to bribe any member of an ex- 
emption tribunal, medical board or 
military representative will be Hable 
to a term of imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding five years and not less than 
one year. Imprisonment only is  pro- 
vided. There is no fine. 

There are also regulations of spe- 
cial importance to employers. In cer- 
tain quarters the fear has been ex- 
pressed that an unscrupulous em- 
ployer might attempt to take advan- 
tage of the act to bring down wages, 
or as similarly, an employe might 
offer to work for less wages—condi- 
tionally on the employer claiming 
exemption for the man. 


TO EMPLOYERS. 


In the regulations any such action 
will be an offense punishable by ao 
fine not exceeding $1,000 nor less 
than $100, or imprisonment not to ex- 
ceed six months. Any employer who 
enters into any agreement with an 
employe providing for any reduction 
of an employe's salary or wages, or 
for the alteration of any condition of 
employment in consideration of the 
employer exercising or refraining 
from exercising his right to claim 
exemption from military service on 
behalf of an employe, will be guilty 
of an offense punishable as indica- 
ted. 

Penalties are also provided for the 
employer who knowingly retains in 
his employment any man in the class 
called up who has not, on or before 
November 10 either reported for ser- 
vice or claimed exemption. 


NO PASSPORTS. 


Winnipeg, Oct. 9.—No man included 
in the first class of recruits under 
the Military Service Act can secure 
@ passport to leave Canada unless he 
has been rejected or secured leave 
of absence from the military author- 
ities, after the class has been called 
upon to report. 

Commissioner of Immigration J. 
Bruce Walker has received a copy of 
an order in council which provides for 
this change in the existing passport 
regulations. The same _ conditions 
will apply to other classes as they are 
called up, military permission being 
necessary with every application for 
a passport. 


BOARD IS MEETING. 


Ottawa, Oct. 9.—The board of se- 
lection established under the Military 
Service Act met this morning and is 
continuing its deliberations during 
the day. The duty of the board is to 
select one member of each local tri- 
bunal throughout the country. It is 
expected that the board will complete 
its work today. 

The tribunals are scheduled to be- 
gin hearing applications for exemp- 
tion on November 8 and must dispose 
of all cases by December 10. 


COULD WIN IN A YEAR 


Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 4.—Briga- 
dier-General E. D, McRae, Quarter- 
master General of the Canadian Ex- 
peditionary forces in France, who is 
visiting here, declares that America's 
entrance into the war was a necessity 
for ultimate allied victory and that 
the end would not come until Amer- 
ica played an important part on the 
western front. 

“If you can put 10,000 airplanes on 
the western front within the next 
twelve months and carry on tha same 
warfare as the Germans now carry 
on over London, I think you cau win 
the war in another year,” he said.

CLAIMED FOR IT. 


“There isn’t another man in_ the 
country more anxious to do his share 
and help Uncle Sam win this war than 
we are,” says E. S. Hilton, a Detroit 
branch manager, “ but it does rile me 
considerably to read and listen to all 
this hysterical talk of gasoline con- 
servation. ‘Conservation’ seems to be 
the watchword of the day—everything 
is being Hooverised. Sure, it’s a good 
thing to eliminate the waste in our 
daily life—it must be done if we are 
going to win the war—but let’s be sen- 
sible about it. 

“The suggestion that motor car plea- 
sure riding should be discontinued or 
very largely curtailed, as a means of 
conserving the gasoline supply is as 
ill-advised as it is indefensible. It 
comes from no source of authority, 
nor does it carry the weight of con- 
viction. It is wholly in line with the 
now discredited, untenable tendency 
to place motor cars in the class of 
‘uxuries that can be dispensed with. 

But don’t misunderstand me. I 
heartily agree that this is a time of 
all times to use caution in all things. 
Careful use of gasoline most assured- 
ly will tend to make available for war 
purposes a most certain, if not inex- 
haustible supply. But there is noth- 
ing whatever in the present situa- 
tion that warrants the belief that 
there will be a shortage of gasoline. 
The National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce, an association of undis- 
puted authority in all matters pertain- 
Ing to the automobile, bears me out in 
‘his assertion. 

“Incalculable harm can be done by 
‘treating a false impression in this dir- 
ection. The reasonable use of a 
notor car is not an extravagance in 
any sense of the word. It is'a part of 
2 sane healthful outdoor life of every 
‘community. To eliminate the motor 
var from the daily routine of the 
American family at this time would 
'o more harm than good. When the 
situation becomes so strained, if it 
ceally does, that larger conservation 
of gasoline is necessary we doubtless 
shall be so advised by sources, the 
authority of which cannot be quest- 
joned.”

Under the head of wastage are 
classified all those men who have 
been discharged in Canada, discharged 
in England, have become casualties 
overseas, or have been returned to 
Canada for discharge. 


The statement declared that figures 
transmitted by Sir George Perley 
show the percentage of infantry cas- 
ualties from January 1 to July 31, 
1917, as 89.24. 

During the month of September a 
total of 3,588 men joined the ranks of 
the various units classified as infan- 
try, artillery, railway construction, and 
forestry, and miscellaneous, as ag- 
ainst a total wastage of 10,990 men. 
Of this number 1,272 were recruited 
in the United States, 2,310 in Canada, 
and 26 in England. The net loss 
during September was 7,402. For the 
period from September 18 to 30, 648 
men were recruited in the C.E.F., 
while the wastage totalled 3,237, 
leaving a net loss of 2,589. Of the 
600 men recruited, 445 were enlisted 
in the United States, 194 in Canada, 
and 9 in England.

KILLED BY SHELLS. 

. Havre, Sep. 22.—(By Mail). Male civ- 
ilians in the Belgian towns of Lange- 
marck, Staden, Elverdinghe,, Woumen 
and Roulers, which recently were 
evacuated by the Germans have been 
forced to work near the German first 
line trenches in Belgium with the re- 
sult that many of them have been 
killed by exploding shells, according 
to information received by the Bel- 
gian government. 

The civilian population of these 
towns was ordered to go to the rail- 
road stations. The women, children, 
and old men were packed into the for- 
ward cars of the trains, while all men 
and boys, between 16 and 60 years 
When 
the train started, the rear cars were 
uncoupled and the occupants forced to 
take hazardous work near the first 
lines. 

In most cases the women and child- 
ren did not know that they were se- 
parated from their husbands and 
fathers until they arrived at their des- 
tination.

LIGHT UPON ELECTION 
RETURNS 


The 1916 census returns for Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta explain to some 
extent, the sweeping Liberal victories 
in the recent provincial elections 
held in these provinces. They ex- 
plain also the huge Liberal majorities 
in Rosthern, Vonda, Yorkton, Hum- 
boldt, Wadena, Canora, and Pelly, 
which are so largely settled by per- 
sons of foreign birth or parentage. 

In Saskatchewan the Germans and 
Austro-Hungarians form 21 per cent. 
of the population. In Alberta they 
form 13 per cent. That to a man they 
voted Liberal is well known. But 
‘more than that, their wives voted the 
same way. This explains why it is 
that Liberal majorities in some of the 
foreign districts, where in former cam- 
paigns the result was close, ran away 
up into the hundreds and even ex- 
ceeded the thousand mark. 

Nor is this the whole of the story. 
The census returns show that in 
Saskatchewan there are 72,466 men 
between the ages of 20 and 34, who 
were either born in Canada or other 
portions of the British Dominions, 
while there are 47,372 men of the 
same age who were born in other 
countries. But 35,000 of our men 
have gone overseas to the war, of 
whom 25,000 at least would be _ be- 
tween 20 and 34 years of age. In 
other words, on election day last June 
there were in the Province probably 
no more than 47,000 men of British 
origin between the ages of 20 and 34; 
that is, the numer of foreign born of 
this age was practically equal to the 
number of British born. 

It must also be remembered thut 
there were another 10,000 men over- 
seas, making 35,000 in all, wh?3reas 
all the foreign born, who were nat- 
uralized voted. On the other hand 
the soldiers overseas were entirely 
shut out from the voting on June 26, 
Is it any wonder then that the Lib- 
erals won a sweeping majority and 
that the Conservatives were nearly 
wiped out? Certainly not. The lat- 
ter had no possile chance of winning, 
no matter what their platform might 
have been. 

In Alberta the situation was very 
much the same, with this difference 
that the percentage of males _be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 34 years, 
born outside the British dominions is 
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even higher than it is in Saskatche- 
wan.” Under. the’ circumstances 
have beaten the combination that con- 
fronted the Conservatives in Saskatch- 
ewan and Alberta was niteny. im- 
possible.

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Ottawa, Oct. 12.—The formation of 
a union or national government is as- 
sumed, was the announcement made 
in a statement given to the press early 
this morning. The new government, 
it is understood, will be formed of 
practically an equal number of Con- 
servatives and Liberals, with Sir Rob- 
ert Borden at the head. 


It had been anticipated, throughout 
the afternoon that the new cabinet 
would be definitely sworn in during 
the evening. It was stated that, the 
Liberals had agreed to come in and 
that the question was simply one of 
the distribution of the portfolios. But 
as the night wore on the Liberals re- 
nained in conference at the Chateau 
Laurier, and it was not until after 
me o’clock this morning that the Hon. 
Vv. W. Rowell, leader of the Ontario 
»pposition, and the Hon. J. A. Calder, 
of Regina, appeared at the cabinet 
ouncil room. ‘There a statement was 
irafted which had the concurrence of 
-he prime minister and of the repre- 
sentatives of the Liberals who attend- 
ed the conference. 


STATEMENT ISSUED. 


The statement reads: 

“The delays incidental to the form- 
ation of a union government are no 
more than might have been antici- 
pated, as the difficulties are immense- 
ly greater than those which occur in 
the formation of a strictly party gov- 
ernment. The ,conferences which 
have taken place during the past four 
days have been characterized by a 
very earnest and sincere purpose on 
the part of aH concerned to bring 
about the formation of a union or na- 
tional government. 

“It is anticipated that full details 
will be communicated to the press to- 
morrow, but in the meantime the an- 
swer is definitely made that the for- 
mation of such a government is as- 
sured. 

SWORN IN TODAY.’ 


Sir Robert Borden afterwards in- 
formed the Canadian Press represent- 
ative that it was expected some of the 
Liberal members of the union govern- 
ment would be sworn in this morning. 

While the composition of a new gov- 
ernment is not officially announced, it 
{s understood that it will vomprise 
the following:

The commission men are un- 
able to dispose of their hold-overs 
from Saturday at practically last 
week's prices, but with extra heavy 
receipts of cattle on Wednesday, and 
Burns & Co., and Gordon and Iron- 
side off the market on account of be- 
ing temporarily stocked up the dullest 
day of the season was experienced and 
the competitive bidding we have had 
for the last few weeks was entirely 
lacking. The Harris Abattoir Com- 
pany, taking advantage of the situ- 
ation, bought steadily all the week, the 
bulk of the heavy cattle of 1250 Ibs.

$5.50 and $6.00. Top oxen $7.00 to 
$8.00 and canner oxen down to $3.50 
to $4.00. We sold a load of 1200 Ib 
feeders to go to the country at $8.50, 
but medium feeders from 1000 to 1100 
Ibs bring from $8.00 to $8.25, stocker 
2 year old from 800 to 900 tbs are 
worth $7.40 to $7.75 and yearlings 
from $50 to $54. There were’ not 
many well bred stock cows offered, 
but they would bring around $60 to

Judgment has been given out by 
the Supreme Court of Canada in the 
appeal case from the Supreme Court 
of Alberta of Clark v. Hepworth and 
Michener, Carscallen & Co.. The ap- 
peal of the appellants, Col. and Mrs. 
Clark {3 dismissed with costs, four 
judges concurring and one dissent- 
ing, and the decision of the Supreme 
Court of Alberta in favor of the de- 
fendants, Hepworth and Michener, 
Carscallen & Co., is sustained. The 
Supreme Court of Alberta reversed 
the decision of Judge Ives in favor of 
the plaintiffs. 

The action grew out of the pur- 
chase by Col. and Mrs. Clark, of India, 
of the Hepworth farm adjoining Red 
Deer, through the agency of Mr. Chad- 
sey, of the Michener firm. The con- 
tention of the plaintiff was that he 
had bought under misrepresentation, 
but the chief point in law upon which 
he relied was that the Michener firm 
was acting for Hepworth, and that 
they could not also act as his agents, 
which agency was admitted, unless 
the fullest disclosure of such agency 
for Hepworth had been made to him 
(Col. Clark) which he contended had 
not been made: an agent could not 
serve two masters without the open- 
est and fullest knowledge on both 
sides. As by far the greater part of 
real estate transactions in the west 
were conducted on this basis of dual 
agency, which basis the real estate 
firm contended was universally known 
and accepted, a great deal of public 
interest was taken in the case.

Speaking on education Dr. Dyde 
gave several definitions of education 
and discussed different ideals of an 
educated man. He warned the preach- 
er against degenerating into an 
ecclesiastic, and the teacher against 
developing into a pedagogue. 

Miss Fisher devoted her address on 
Practical Busywork to suggesting and 
explaining a number of little schemes 
for keeping two or more classes busy 
at their desks while the teacher was 
hearing a class. In composition she 
dwelt on methods of teaching in the 
junior grades. 

Mr. Barron registrar of the Depart- 
ment of Education, spoke of the new 
responsibilities thrown on the teach- 
ers in the vast changes of thought 
due to the war. The need of adapt- 
ation und adjustment was strongly 
urged; waste and = slipshod methods 
must be eliminated.
